Gives Chief Credit to 
His Lead Dog. 


BULLETIN. 

Nome, Alaska, Feb. 3.—(By the 
Associated Press.) — Although the 
diphtheria crisis here seemed to- 
night to have been passed, the board 
of health has decided to take no 
chances either of cases here getting 
out of control again or of their 
spreading to other communities. 
Precautions are being taken to use 
the antitoxin which arrived yester- 
day by dog team with the best pos- 
sible results. The board has tele- 
gtaphed to Gov. Scott C, Bone at 
Juneau asking him to have the ship- 
ment of 1,100,000 units of the serum 
now en route divided by sending 
half direct by airplane and the re- 
mainder by dog teams. 


Gunnar Kasson, for twent-one 
years a musher over Alaskan trails, 
herewith tells his story of the end of 
the 650 mile race by dogs and men 
over snow and ice, through blizzards, 
and across the broken ice on Norton 
bay in temperature reachifig 50 de- 
grees below zero, carrying the twenty 
pound package of diphtheria antitozin 
to Nome. Kasson made the last lap of 
fifty-five miles from Bluff to Nome.

L. W. Roberts, the undertaker at 
whose shop at 1411 East 60th street 
her body is held for identification by 
relatives. Roberts’ assistant, Walter 
J. Bumiller, went to the apartment

room Bumiller stumbled, and his arm 
was driven through the charred panel- 
ing of a door. His hand struck the 
trunk. In it were keys to safety de- 
posit box No. 10,285 in the Illinois 
Merchants bank and a notation that 
Miss Jones’ father’s name was Isaac 
and her mother's Sedalia.

May Goes to $1.93,

HIT IN WILD 


Back to $1.98. 


The price of May wheat tumbled 6 
cents a bushel yesterday to $1.93% in 
& wild session of the Chicago Board 
of Trade. - Then, when a lot of the 
smaller speculators had been fright- 
ened or forced out of the market, the 
price bounded back to $1.98, at which 
the market closed. 

For several months the price of 
wheat had been climbing almost with- 
out a break until the peak was reached’ 
| at $2.05% a week ago today. Specu- 
'lators had been buying on margin 
| throughout the rise—that is, they put 
/up only a small percentage of the 
total price of the wheat they had 
bought for an option on it. 


Many on Small Margin. 

As the price of wheat mounted the 
margins were increased. Some brokers 
recently have asked as much as 40 
cents a bushel, but much of the trad- 
ing has been made on margins of from 
10 cents to 25 cents. 

Many of those who bought when the 
price approached $2 became frightened 
yesterday as they saw signs of losing 
all they had risked. They sold their 
holdings. Any who bought at $2.05, 
for instance, on a 10 cent margin, was 
wiped out when the price slid to $1.95. 

Oldtimers on the board of trade were 
of the view that most of the small 
speculators who sold yesterday got.out 
ata profit, although their winnings 
they-had expected. 
sass of these buyers had placed stop- 
orders with their brokers, instructing 
them to sell, for instance, when the 
price dropped to $2. 

Market Opens Weak. 

The market opened weak yesterday, 
about a cent below the closing mark of 
the day before. Many of the large 
traders had sold) their holdings last 
week and were not supporting the 
market. There came a rush of selling 
orders with few buyers. The price 
dropped and kept on dropping. The 
collapse was helped along, it was said, 
by heavy short selling by big traders 
wintering at Miami, Fla. 

When the price had dropped to $1.95 
the buying support returned but not in 
time to avert the low point of $1.935%. 
The big traders by that time had leap- 
ed back into the market and the re- 
covery was rapid. Heavy buying or- 
ders were received from the same 
traders in Miami who had been selling 
short, it was asserted. 

The drop in the price of wheat was 
accompanied by a drop of 25 cents 
a barrel in the price of flour. Flour 
went up 50 cents a barrel last week. 

Big Drop at Winnipeg. 

The low mark yesterday was 12% 
cents below the high mark of a week 
ago in Chicago. The situation was 
even more strained in Winnipeg, the 
great Canadian wheat market. There 
the collapse for the day was 8 cents 
and the difference between the highest 
mark of a week ago and the lowest 
mark yesterday was 20% cents. 

The big break in Winnipeg was at- 
tributed to selling by country specu- 
lators who, it was believed, were large 
ly responsible for the phenomenai ad- 
vance. Yesterday some of them were 
|buying back the wheat at around $2 
porn they had sold as high as $2.15. 
| Opinion among important dealers

“I believe I would go to heaven,” 
Collins said, as I placed a bottle of 
milk to his lips, “ but I can feel that 
I am to be taken out alive and with 
both of my feet.” 

I have been in the cave three times 
since 5:39 o'clock this afternoon at 
the head of as many rescue parties. 
I am very small and able to get back 
to the prisoner with the least diffi- 
culty. I am confident we are work- 
ing now on a plan that will gave 
Collins’ life and Collins shares my 
views, 

Stone Relayed Back. 

Our plan is simple, I lead the way 
into the smali, narrow, and extremely 
cold passageway and squirm back more 
than 100 feet. Thirteen other men 
crawl in behind me and pass a smal!

If Collins is not} 
previously released Dr. Hazlett hopes’ 
to perform the operation by noon today.

Cave City, Ky., Feb. 3.—[Special.]—~ 
Final heroic measures were being 
taken tonight to rescue Floyd Collins 
from the rock trap which had held him 
for 115 hours in an unexplored passage 
of Sand cave. 

Unless he is released tomorrow, it’ 
is realized by his family, by the scores 
of men engaged in the rescue work, 
and by the imprisoned man himself, 
he will die within a few hours. 

Worn out with the fatigué of his 
cramped position, threatened with’ 
pneumonia from exposure to the cold, 
damp air of the cavern and the cease- 
lessly dripping icy water from the 
walls and roof of his prison, tortured 
with pain from his trapped foot, Col- 
lins tonight had little reserve to fight 
on with and had turned to prayer im 


his extremity. 
' wane ph 


in getting loose a largé piece I pass 
it back to the men behind me, and in 
this way it is relayed out to the en- 
trance. 

Il have moved away the rock as far 
down as Collins’ shins, but I was 
blocked by two stones from reaching 
further. I can get my head between 
these stones, but not my shoulders. 
I’m going to use an electric drill on 
these stones and when the opening is 
enlarged I will have more room to try 
to free Collins’ foot. 

It is terrible inside. The cold, dirty 
water numbs me as soon as I start 
in. I have come to dread it, as have 
all others who have been in, but each 
of us tells ourself that our suffering 
is as nothing compared to that of Col- 
lins. His patience during long hours 
of agony, his constant hope when life 
seemed nearing an end is enough to 
strengthen the heart of any one. Col- 
lins doesn’t know it, but he is playing 
a very, very big part In his own rescue. 

Party Gains Confidence. 

I went in first at 5:30 o'clock. In 
the next hour we made more progress 
than had been made in any single at- 
tempt before, and our waning confi- 
dence came back. 

Time after time large and small 
rocks were passed along the human 
chain and out of the cave which 
trapped Collins at 10 o'clock Friday 
morning after the first attempt to ex- 
plore it. A minute seems an hour in 
there and the water sharpened rocks 
cut like a knife. But the numbness 
has its compensation. It keeps one 
from feeling the cuts and bruises. 

All of us were exhausted, finally, 
and the word was passed back to craw! 
out. The air outside revived us quick- 
ly and, after a cup of coffee and a sand- 
wich, we crawled back in for the sec- 
ond time. 

On this trip I took with me a pint 
bottle of milk and a small quantity 
of whisky which Collins had requested 
when I last saw him. 

“I'm cold all over,” he told me. “I 
believe a drink of liquor would help.” 

He drank the whisky first, while I

For, some time 
this afternoon, Dr. Hazlett, assisted by 
Dr. Harold Jones, also of St. Luke’s, 
probably will amputate the leg of Moyd 
Collins, the prisoner of Sand Cave. 

Equipped with quantities of special 
instruments and a variety of anes‘het- 
ics, Dr. Hazlett is prepared to attempt 
the operation despite the difficulties at- 
tending it. 

Handicap to Operafion. 

The surgeon explained some of the 
handicaps under which the operation 
must be performed. 

Collins is trapped in a half reclining 


- position in such a way that only his ,, 
upper leg is within reach of those who 


have crawled to his rescue. He can 
give little or no assistance as his arms | 
are partly pinioned.

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HOUSE VOTES TO

BILL TO SENATE 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 3.—The 
house today asserted its exclusive 
right to initiate revenue legislation by 
voting to return the postal pay and 
rate increase bill to the senate. The 
vote was 225 to 153. 

This action, taken at a time when 
it appeared likely that the house would | 
take up a postal bill of its own within |

DYING AUSTRIA. 

The treaty of Saint Germain destroyed the 
Austro-Hungarian empire. Its place was taken by 
what were called the succession stites, new coun- 
tries supposed to be on an ethnic base and to fol- 
low the principle of self-determination. Austria 
Was made one of these, being cut down to about 
6,000,000 people, mostly German, living in and 
about Vienna. 

It immediately began to die. For it the first 
years after the war were even more terrible than 
they were for Germany. Except possibly for the 
Italians no one had any hereditary hatred of the 
Austrians, but if the treaty makers had picked 
them out or extermination this was the way 
they would ve gone about it. 

The spectacle of a cultured nation dying of 
starvation in and about its formerly light hearted 
capital affected some of the destroyers, and the 
leazue of nations tried to put Austria on its feet 
by providing money, stabilizing the currency, and 
stimulating production. say 

For a while the league chalked Arstria up to 
its credit as a success, but now it is conceded that 
the thing isa failure. Dr. Zimmerman, the league's 
commissioner, reports that the country is headed 
right back into econéifite ruin and chaos with all 
the suffering which prevailed before. Austria cut 
off as the treaty makers doomed ft is gone. 

The Austro-Hungarian empire had no national 
unity but a wise European once sa‘d that if Aus- 
tria did not exist it would have to be invented. The 
various peoples in it hated eac' other. The 
stponger oppressed the weaker. Efforts were made 
at the extinguishment of languages, particularly 
against the Bohemians. There was bitterness, 
po.itical outrage and confusion, but the empire 
worked in spite of that. It was an economic unit 
and its people could live prosperously in their rela- 
tions together. The.Zollverein had bound the Ger- 
man states together before the creation of the Ger- 
man empire and economics held the Austro-Hun- 
garian empire together in spite of its djsintegrat- 
ing racial and national elements. 

The men who made the treaties of Versailles and 
Saint Germain were determined to destroy. They 
had as an excuse the desire of the various peoples, 
the Czechs, Serbs, Croats, Slovenes, Megyars, etc., 
to lead a representative national life. Czecho- 
Slovakia found it could stand on its feet. Hun- 
gary was almost torn to pieces by the Reds, the 
Roumanians, and its own monarchists. Austria 
turned to the wall to die. Nearly half of its popu- 
lation is in a half dozen cities. Vienna contains a 
third of the nation. Cut off and isolated it cannot 
live. It must be att&hed to something and its 


Blaine and other associates and supporters of 
La Follette in Wisconsin reflect the ramcorous 
moods of their leader.

WE DON’T LIKE OUR 
POSTOFFICE. 


As public buildings go the Chicago postoffice is 
the last failure and ‘the worst failure on record. 
The time to tear it down was before it was finished. 
When it was finished it was outgrown. When it 
was occupied it was time to move out: . 

The blanket building, appropriation for $150,000,- 
000 passed the house the other day. It may De a 
good deal pork, but.one lean streak no one in jus- 
tice can deny. That is the Chicago postoffice. Pro- 
vision for the new building on Canal street should 
be made by congress. 

Without prompt assurance of a new. building the 
Canal street site between the Northwestern and the 
Union stations cannot be reserved. Mayor Dever 
appointed committees last August to devise ways 
of expediting the project. Chicago is ready and 
has been ready for a new building since its first 
glimpse of the old. Only Washington: delays. 

Sale of the old building or lease of its site is 
probably.the best plan of disposal. The new build- 
ing-on Canal will be near transportation. It should 
have an airplane landing field on the roof, built, 
perhaps, as Bion Arnold has suggested, by bridging 
over intervening streets. 

The present building and ground, says Con-? 
gressman Britten, can sell for $22,000,000. This 
will build a larger building 6n a bettter site on the 
west side. It will leave enough ove: for a south 
side railroad terminal postoffice. There are other 
ways of financing the new building. Direct appro 
priation is one of them. In any case the new post- 
office project should be expedited.

A hill or wall 100 feet high will pro- 
tect a sanitarium located to the leeward 
of it, provided the distance between the 
hill and the house is less than one-half 
mile. Such a hill will give some degree 
of protection for a second half mile. In 
planning sanitaria shacks and similar 
houses the porches and living rooms 
should face away from such winds. 

These studies were made in a part of 
England in which the strong, rain bear- 
ing winds commonly come from the west. 
There the sanitarium should be placed-.on 
the east side of hills arid the houses and 
shacks should be made to front east. 

Over most of western Europe the 
strong, cold rain winds come from the 
west, northwest, or southwest. In Eng- 
lish towns the consumption rate is great- 
est in those homes where the wet, west 
winds get a fine sweep at the house. A 
prevailing wind from a given direction 
does not seem to do harm unless the 
winds carry moisture.

MENACE THAN CODDLING MOTH 

RIENTAL peach moths, recently 

discovered in orchards just’ 

across the Wabash river from | 

the Egyptian peach belt in the | 
south end of this state, are regarded | 
as a serious menace to the peach 
crop of the United States. . 

In describing the work of the moth's 
larvae Thomas J, Headlee of New Jer- 
sey says that early in the season. 
when the twig and terminal growth is 
very soft and succulent, the moths | 
mine out the shoots and destroy them. | 
Later when the twigs and terminal | 
growth harden the worms work on the | 
green fruit, entering from all direc- 
tions. Sometimes the larvae enter the | 
stem of the fruit, while the fruit it-| 
self may show no trace of having 
been injured. The fruit may be sold 
without the grower'’s knowledge of it
